The fight has swung over the 
country *with great rapidity, 
some villages such as Dixm 
and Ramscapelle, changing hands 
several times a qay. At present 
the Germans hold only a couple 
of unimportant villages on the 
left bank of the Yser. These en- 
gagements, which have caused 
some of the severest losses of the 
war, have been fought over flat 
and muddy ground which gives 
no opportunity for entrenching.

SPRING. 

This is how the live stock 
“trade” of the Pacific coast sums 
up the situation: 

“Experts who have been study- 
ing the meat situation in Can- 
ada and the United States ex- 
press the opinion that the Can- 
adian farmers who are fortunate 
enough to have on hand ‘next 
spring a lot of well-fed cattle, 
will receive for them the greatest 
price in the history of Canada. 
‘The explanation for this is the 
partial failure of this year’s corn 
crop in tha United States and the 
determination of the American 
farmers ‘not to hold their stock, 
but to feed them up as fast as 
possible and rush them to mar- 


ket in order that they will not 
have to carry them over the 
winter. 

“While last year’s corn crop 


was short the one twotyears ago 
was heavy, and the farmers had 
cnough feed on hand to help our 
in wintering. last year’s stock. 
Isut that condition docs not ex- 
ist, this year. The farmers have 
none of last year’s short crop on 
hand, and if they attempted to 
carry. their stock over this wint- 
cr, they would have to depend 
solely on this year’s crop, which 
is not sufhcient. With the Amer- 
ican farmers rushing their stock 
to market there can -be only one 
result and that is a great = scar- 
city of cattle in the United 
States next spring.

18,935 acres of land in the three 
provinces, Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta.

CANADIAN PACIFIC TO DOUB- 
LE DECK CARS FOR HOG 
SHIPMENT. 


Vice-President George Bury, of 
theyCanadian Pacific, has agreed 
that the railroad will stand the 


expense of double decking cars for | 


hog shipments in the future. 
Heretofore all double decking has 
been charged up against the ship- 
per, and ultimately the farmer 
had to pay for it. During the re- 
cent visit of the farmers’ delega- 
tion to Winnipeg, Mr. Bury was 
interviewed by the late W. J. 
‘Tregillus, FE. J. Fream and Sec- 
retary Woodbridge. Mr. Bury 
promised ,the delegation that the 
railroad would take care of doub- 
‘le decking in the future. His 
treatment of the matter was such 
as to please the delegation. 

This new arrangement will save 
the farmers about $20 per car in 
the matter of double decking 
alene. It will also permit of tak- 
ing full advantage of thie car’s 
capacity. The tariff calls for a 
minimum charge of 16,000 
pounds. Under the single deck 
plan. it was possible to load 
about 76 hogs, weighing approx- 
{imately 14,000 pounds, and the 
difference between this weight and 
the minimum of 16,000 pounds 
was, charged up to. the shipper. 
Under the new arrangement the 
average car can be loaded up to’ 
20, unds, effecting a saving 
in freight. Between the freight 
saving and the saving in the mat- 
ter of double decking the shipper 


will save on an average of $33 on| 


the carload. 


“We are shipping on an aver- 


age of 25 carloads of hogs week-! 
ly, or were until the Seattle mar-' 


ket was shut off to us,’’ said E. 
Carswell, of the live stock de- 
partment of the Alberta Farmers’ 
Co-operative Elevator Company, 
esterday. ‘We expect this mar- 
let to more than get back to 
normal soon, ag the supply of 
hogs on the coast is about ex. 
hausted, and then packers will 
have to come into Alberta for 
pork. When we'get back to 26 
carloads ‘weekly, we will be re- 
ceiving $800 every week more 
than we did under the old condit- 
ions, on the basis of the same 
price. It is sufficient to swing the 
jmarket in the direction of the

Amsterdam, ‘Nov... 16.—The- 
question of a fuelsupply in Bel- 
gium is becoming a desperate 
one, The German authorities 
have given permission to the Bel- 
gians to work_the coal mines but 
horses and machinery with which 
to operate them are lacking.

BRITAIN’S GREATEST MILI- 
TARY GENIUS DEAD. 


London, Nov. 15.—Field Mar- 
shal Earl Roberts died last night 
in France from pneumonia. A 
telegram from Field Marshal Sir 
John French, commander of the 
British expeditionary forces on 
the continent, apprised Earl Kit- 
chener, secretary of state for war, 
of the death of England’s great- 
est.soldier. The telegram read: 

“T deeply regret to tell you 
that Lord Roberts died at 8 
o'clock this (Saturday) evening.” 

Field Marshal Roberts, who was 
colonel-in-chief of « the Indian 
troops, had gone to France to 
give them his grectings. Soon 
after his arrival he becansw ill. 
He suffered from a severe chill on 
‘Thursday and pneumonia rapidly 
developed.

DEATH OF EARL ROBERTS 


Field Marshal Earl Roberts 
passed away Saturday, at the 
venerable age-of 82, to a fitting 
dirge for a great soldier—the rev- 
erberation of the roar of cannon 
and musketry from the fyontiers 
where Great Britain and her in- 
trepid allies are, holding barbari- 
an hordes in check. 

Born in 1832 in India, it was 
Lord Roberts destiny to die in 
France—whither, as was natural, 
he had repaired to give his greet- 
ing to the Indien troops who 
{loved him so well. Thus passes 
ithe most popular military figure 
.in the Mother Country—not  ex- 
ccpting even Earl Kitchener. 


' 


‘‘Bobs’”’ was in truth a national . 


hero without a rival in the affec- 
‘tions of the empire. Doubtléss if 
at the last’ moment he realized 
that the end had come, he exper- 
‘ienced regret that destiny had 
not reserved him to see the finish 
of the war—a war in which Great 
Britain plays so: noble a part as 
one of the foremost champions 
against a barbarian outbreak un- 
parelleled since the Gotho-Roman 
struggle of between two thousand 
‘and fifteen‘hundred years ago. 

It was typical of the, great 
soldier that only recently a cor- 
respondent of The New York Tri- 
bune, who managed to get an in- 
terview with him in London, _ re- 
lates that one of the questions 
which he wished to ask ‘Bobs’ 
|was what in his opinion would be 
the effect on the future of Ameri- 
ca if Germany should win. But 
he got no further than the open- 
ing sentence. ‘Suppose that Ger- 
many wins the war,’”’ he began. 
Lord Roberts, we are told, bristl- 
ed up at once and belligerently 
remarked, ‘‘I will not suppose 
anything of the sort.” 

' That epitomises the whole atti- 
tude of the man. We may be 
sure that Lord Roberts, if he re- 
alized that ‘he was about to 
breathe his fast breath, died 
calmly and serenly confident as
